Town council by-election

EAST Devon District Council has confirmed an elec¬ 
tion will take place for the current vacancy on 
Seaton Town Council following ten requests by the 
electorate.

The election is due to the resignation of James 
Semple, just weeks after the last town council by- 
election.

Sedgwick, commented that to hold another election 
was unnecessary expenditure for the town and to 
the taxpayers. 

She added that the £2,000 spent on the election 
could have been spent in other ways to benefit the 
town, particularly after a £1,500 fee for the previous 
election also had to be paid out. 

However, Councillor Mark Fisher stated that there 
wasn't an alternative and Councillor Peter Burrows 
agreed, stating that although he was unhappy with 
the costs attached to the election, it was the ‘price 
of democracy’.

AXMINSTER 

Call for action 
after fatality 

MP NEIL Parish has demanded a meeting with The 
Highways Agency after last week’s fatal crash on the 
A35 outside Hunters Lodge. 

One person died in the two-vehicle accident in¬ 
volving a car and a van at about 4.25 pm on Wednes¬ 
day of last week. 

Early reports indicated that all casualties were alive 
when conveyed from the scene, but it was later con¬ 
firmed that one person, 82 year-old Pamerla Man¬ 
ning, from Harrow in Middlesex, was declared dead 
at the scene. 

In a strongly-worded letter to The Highways 
Agency, MP Parish wrote: “It is more than a year ago 
since we had a meeting to discuss improvements to 
the junction onto the A35 at Hunters Lodge. 

“Unfortunately there have now been further acci¬ 
dents which resulted in two fatalities and one person 
critically injured. 

“At the last meeting we had you discussed that 
while there had been many accidents at the junction, 
there had not been any major fatalities; this now is 
unfortunately no longer the case as we have had fatal 
accidents within the last month. 

“I would therefore ask that we convene a meeting 
with both Uplyme and Axminster parish councils in 
the very near future to discuss ways that we can im¬ 
prove this terrible junction.” 

Concerned resident Joy Raymond runs Hedgehog 
Corner B&B, which is located near the junction. 

She told Pulman’s View: “I wrote to Neil Parish MP 
begging him to look into the dreadful junction at 
Hunters Lodge which has resulted in numerous ac¬ 
cidents and last night's horrific news about the fatal¬ 
ity. 

“I was approached last year by Uplyme Parish 
Council when they were in discussions with High¬ 
ways about the junction to see if I would consider the 
corner of my field to help with either a roundabout or 
lights.” 

Last week’s collision involved a Renault Kangoo 
van and a Vauxhall Corsa and a police spokesperson 
said: “The three female occupants of the Corsa were 
trapped in the vehicl. 

“The female back seat passenger, aged 82, was pro¬ 
nounced deceased at the scene. 

“Formal identification has not yet been completed 
although next of kin have been made aware. 

“The female driver of the car, an 85-year-old 
woman from Middlesex, and the female front seat 
passenger were taken to Royal Devon and Exeter 
Hospital. At the time of going tp press, the woman 
had not be named. 

“The driver of the Kangoo van, a 61-year-old man 
from Beer, suffered a minor injury.”

From the editor's chair 
Tragedy strikes twice 


IT’S BEEN a distressing week in East Devon. 

Last Tuesday, just after Pulman’s View had gone 
to press, a motorhome careered down a steep hill 
in Beer, colliding with a group of young pedestri¬ 
ans, seven of which ended up in hospital, one with 
serious injuries. 

And then, on Friday afternoon, an 82-year-old 
woman passenger lost her life in a two-vehicle 
collision at the notorious Hunters Lodge junction 
near Axminster. 

A group of youngsters from Bristol were enjoy¬ 
ing glorious sunshine on an outing to the fishing 
village of Beer when the motorhome driven by a 
German visitor ran out of control the wrong way 
down a one-way street. 

As the driver has been arrested and bailed on 
suspicion of dangerous driving, it is not possible to 
comment further on the incident, other than to say 
it shocked the village and was particular trau¬ 
matic for those who witnessed it, especially young 
children. 

Soon after the fatality at Hunters Lodge, MP Neil 
Parish was pressing the Highways Agency for a 
meeting with both Uplyme Parish Council and 


Axminster Town Council to discuss improving the 
safety of what Mr Parish described as “this terri¬ 
ble junction”. 

Mr Parish attended a meeting with the Highways 
Agency a year ago when it was pointed out that 
whilst there had been many accidents at the junc¬ 
tion, there had been no fatalities. 

Since then two people have died at or near 
Hunters Lodge on the A35 and one person has 
been seriously injured. 

For almost as long as I have been a reporter there 
have been calls for some form of traffic calming at 
Hunters Lodge, either a roundabout of traffic 
lights. The answer has always been that the acci¬ 
dent statistics did not warrant such expensive so¬ 
lutions. That excuse no longer stands. 

It's been a miracle that there has been so few fa¬ 
talities over the years but one death is one too 
many and surely the powers that be now have to 
find the money to come up with a scheme to pre¬ 
vent further deaths at this junction.

COLYFORD 

Local man admits 
money laundering 

A COLYFORD man has avoided being sent directly to 
prison after admitting money laundering as part of 
international, multi-million pound fraud. 

Jeffery Owen, 64, of Old Manor Gardens, appeared 
at Ipswich Crown Court on Friday, where he was sen¬ 
tenced to 12 months imprisonment suspended for 
two years and ordered to complete 200 hours of un¬ 
paid community work. 

Defending, Stephen Mather said: "His level of crim¬ 
inality was as a 'money mule', a man who allowed the 
use of his bank account." 

Mr Owen, who had been running a struggling com¬ 
pany and was declared bankrput in 2012, had been 
recruited by a fellow businessman who was looking 
for ways to launder the proceeds of two fraudulent 
schemes being run from Spain. 

Initially, Mr Owen had believed that the use of his 
business bank account to process payments had 
been legal but failed to act when he became suspi¬ 
cious, said prosecutor Nic Lobbenberg. 

In total, £78,845 from the proceeds of two frauds 
passed through Mr Owen’s bank account and he was 
paid £14,000. 

He had been recruited by Colin Samuels, 62, from 
Redgrave, Suffolk, who he knew from previous busi¬ 
ness dealings, the court heard. 

The money involved came from fraudulent web¬ 
sites which offered work as highly paid escorts in re¬ 
turn for an initial fee, but no work was ever provided 
and no fees refunded. 

A second scam saw people with high credit card 
debts being cold-called from Spain and offered the 
chance to have their debts erased in return for a fee. 
Again nothing happened and no money was re¬ 
funded. 

In total the frauds, masterminded in Spain by An¬ 
toni Muldoon, 66, who was jailed on Friday for seven 
years and five months, saw 14,000 people fleeced of 
£5.7 million. 

Mr Muldoon had pleaded guilty to two offences of 
conpiracy to defraud.

Trio of mums 
swim the channel 

A TRIO of East Devon mums have completed a chal¬ 
lenge of a lifetime after swimming the English Chan¬ 
nel and raising more than £6,000 for the Sidmouth 
Lifeboat. 

Also known as the ‘East Devon Babes,’ Jo Billing 
and Kathy Anzuino from Honiton, and Kate Jackson 
from Wiggaton, near Ottery St Mary, have been 
training hard for almost two years, and are proud to 
have completed their dream. 

Beating off a one-week wait for the perfect 
weather conditions, sea sickness, jelly fish and an in¬ 
jury, the swimming trio had a tough time, but suc¬ 
ceeded in their relay challenge, taking just 15 hours 
and 22 minutes to reach Cap Grisnez. 

The team set off from Shakespeare beach in Kent 
at 5:15am on Friday, July 5th after waiting for the 
right conditions to swim alongside other groups of 
people who were also taking on the challenge. 

The ladies planned to swim the channel in a relay 
working together as a team, with each taking it in 
turns to swim for an hour. 

While other relay swimmers crossing the channel 
that day swam in teams of six, the East Devon Babes 
had to work doubly hard to reach their goal, but still 
managed to beat their predicted time of 18 hours, 
with the help of two support members from the Ex¬ 
mouth Swimming and Lifesaving Society and their 
crew. 

Kathy said: “Unfortunately, I had the toughest ride, 
as I had intense sea sickness and alongside that, was 
stung all up one side by jellyfish and I had hurt my 
shoulder. 

“From the moment the claxon sounds, you have to 
swim and you can’t touch the boat, unless you are 
getting in or out so I had to push through my injuries 
and practically bat the jellyfish out of the way as I 
swam. After the third swim, the water levelled out 
and it was a beautiful sunny day. 

‘ ‘I have to say it is an amazing feeling to swim in the 
open water with container ships and ferries going by. 

“Despite it being such a hard challenge, it is one 
that I will never forget and I am extremely proud.” 

Describing the highlight of her trip, Jo said: “The 
highlight for me was seeing Kate land on the rocks 
and know that we had succeeded. 

“We were all so shattered, as although we were 
meant to be sleeping on the boat in between our 
swims, we just couldn’t and there was that constant 
feeling that our dream could be taken away from us. 

“It was great that we had managed to complete the 
swim in the daytime too, as Kate in particular was 
worried about night swimming. 

“I am really proud of us all and I am so pleased that 
I got to share this experience with Kathy and Kate.” 

The East Devon Babes chose the independent Sid¬ 
mouth Lifeboat as their charity, because, as keen 
swimmers, the lifeboat is a key safety aspect to their 
time swimming on the East Devon Coast.

Discovery Centre gets 
Lottery fund backing 


EAST DEVON District Council, in 
partnership with Devon Wildlife 
Trust (DWT), has received initial 
support from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) to help create a Jurassic 
Coast Discovery Centre in the heart 
of Seaton. 

The project is the result of the ef¬ 
forts of many local partners and aims 
to create a major tourist attraction, 
which will use exciting exhibits and 
an innovative programme of learning 
and public engagement to reveal the 
area’s rich marine and coastal her¬ 
itage. 

Development funding of £56,500 
has been awarded in this first stage 
to help the project partners progress 
their plans to apply for a full grant of 
approximately £500k in November 
of this year. 

EDDC is working closely with 
Devon Wildlife Trust, Seaton Town 
Council, Devon County Council and 
a huge range of local partners and 
community stakeholders, such as the 
Seaton Visitor Centre Trust and the 
Jurassic Coast team. 

Councillor Ian Thomas, EDDC 
Cabinet Member for the Economy, 
said: “We’re delighted that the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund has given us this 
support. 

“Our plans for regeneration in 
Seaton hinge on improving the 
tourist offer of the town and creating 
some wonderful new attractions for 
residents and visitors to enjoy. 

“We’ll continue to work closely 
with our partners to take forward the 


next stage of our bid, helped immea¬ 
surably by this extra funding.” 

If successfully secured, the full 
HLF grant would take the partners 
close to the final figure they need to 
provide the ideal facility, providing 
an added boost to make it more 
likely that a start can be made on site 
by spring 2014. 

The funding would also assist with 
the costs of interpretative display and 
exhibits both inside and around the 
new building. 

If awarded it would supplement the 
£1.8 million EDDC is re-investing 
and a further £500,000 already 
pledged by Devon County Council. 

Devon Wildlife Trust has been 
identified as the operating partner for 
the centre once it is completed. 
Attractions 

The new facility would be a focal 
point for visitors to the Jurassic 
Coast and is one of several attrac¬ 
tions being developed as part of re¬ 
generation plans in Seaton. 

The building, which was recently 
given planning approval by EDDC, 
would be located on the site of the 
old Tourist Information Centre in 
Undercliff Drive. 

Alongside attractions such as the 
Axe Estuary Wetlands it ties together 
the ‘Natural Seaton’ concept, which 
will be used to attract new visitors to 
the town and its surrounding areas. 

Councillor Steph Jones, EDDC 
Member Champion for Seaton, said: 
“This is a great step in the right di¬ 
rection and I’m very thankful for all 


the hard work people from the vari¬ 
ous agencies have put in to the bid so 
far. 

“Seaton will benefit greatly from 
the Discovery Centre and if we can 
attract HLF funding it will make an 
even bigger difference to the town.” 

Councillor Roger Croad, Devon 
County Council Cabinet Member for 
Environment and Communities, 
said: “This support from HLF is 
recognition of the value that this cen¬ 
tre would provide for Seaton and the 
opportunities it would offer visitors 
to find out more about the East 
Devon section of the Jurassic Coast. 

“A lot of work has already gone 
into this scheme but this funding is 
welcome to further develop propos¬ 
als for interpretation both inside and 
outside the building. 

“This scheme would complement 
the other recently opened facilities 
along the Jurassic Coast in Dorset at 
Durlston and Chesil Beach, as well 
as the outdoor interpretation that 
Devon County Council has provided 
at Orcombe in Exmouth.” 

Explaining the importance of the 
HLF support, Nerys Watts, Head of 
the Heritage Lottery Fund South 
West, added: “The Jurassic Coast 
Discovery Centre will provide a 
great insight into the varied heritage 
of the local area and its historic im¬ 
portance. HLF is pleased to support 
this worthwhile project and looks 
forward to seeing detailed proposals 
as we continue to the next stage of 
the grant.” 


CROWDS gathered for the official 
naming ceremony of the public realm, 
marking 30 years of friendship be¬ 
tween Seaton and its twinned town, 
Thury Harcourt. 

Seaton rolled out the red carpet for 
more than 40 guests from its 
twinned town last weekend for a full 
programme of activities. 

The Seaton & District Twinning As¬ 
sociation welcomed their French 
friends with an event promoting the 
area, showing visitors all that Seaton 
has to offer. 

During the weekend, the Axe Vale 
Canoe Club took a party of mainly 
young French people on a sea trip in 
Canadian canoes for a picnic on Beer 
beach from its base in Axmouth Har¬ 
bour. 

The Axe Valley Pedallers took an¬ 
other party on a gentle bicycle explo¬ 
ration of the Axe Valley from Seaton 
to Colyton and Whitford, with a stop 
at the Wetlands Centre, where they 
met up with more of the French 
guests for a tour, courtesy of the Axe 
Vale and District Conservation Soci¬ 
ety. 

Yet another group of guests took 
advantage of a special opening of 
Seaton Museum by the Axe Valley 
Heritage Association to learn of the 
history of the area and examine the 
exhibits on display, including more re¬ 
cent mementoes of past twinning 
visits. 

The next day, the French guests 
were taken by coach to see parts of 
the Stopline defences between 
Seaton and Donyatt before going on 
to Montacute House, while the re¬ 
mainder took a more strenuous op¬ 
tion of making the trip by bicycle 
guided by members of the Axe Valley 
Pedallers. 

The highlight of the weekend came 
with the official unveiling of the nam¬ 
ing plaque and the naming of Thury 
Harcourt Place, where crowds waving 
British flags celebrated in unison. 


Special guests included Thury Har- 
court’s mayor, Paul Chandelier (who 
made a special trip to Seaton espe¬ 
cially for the occasion); twinning 
president for Thury Harcourt, 
Nathalie Casas; Seaton’s mayor, 
Gaynor Sedgwick; and local MP Neil 
Parish. Seaton Majorettes opened the 
ceremony and the Uplyme Morris 
closed it; they even managed to get 
some of the French visitors to join in 
for the last dance. 

In between, speeches were made 
by MP Neil Parish, Councillor Sedg¬ 
wick and Mayor Paul Chandelier from 
the deck of one of Seaton’s famous 
trams.

DEVON & Somerset 
Fire & Rescue Authority 
members voted to ap¬ 
prove all 11 proposals 
presented to them in an 
aim to cut costs. 

Authority members met 
on Wednesday, July 10th 
and proposals agreed in¬ 
clude: 

• Extend the roll out of 
light rescue pumps; 

• Change automatic fire 
alarm response policy by 
only responding auto¬ 
matically to high risk 
buildings; 

• Mobilise one co-re- 
sponder directly from 
home/work rather than 
mobilise a double crew 
and fire engine from a 
station; 

•Reduce the number of 


middle/senior managers; 

• Invest more time and 
money in additional pre¬ 
vention activity; 

• Change the crewing of 
selected fire engines to 
‘on call’ rather than 
whole time. 

In addition, the service 
will: 

• Reduce support staff 
by at least five per cent 
by not renewing some 
fixed term contracts; 

• Save more than £lm 
through greater efficien¬ 
cies in support functions 

A spokesperson said: 
“The service will now be 
working with staff to 
shape the implementa¬ 
tion of the proposals. 

“Devon & Somerset 
Fire & Rescue Service is 


looking at managing sig¬ 
nificant on-going budget 
cuts, now anticipated to 


be around £8m by 2015, 
following the Spending 
Review announcement.”

with monthly meetings usually at¬ 
tracting 10-15 members.

A cull is the kindest thing 


■ PLEASE allow my response to the email 
on July 9th from Kathy Hackman regarding 
gulls that have a right to co-exist with hu¬ 
mans. 

Of course they have a right, but if she 
had read one of my letters last year it ac¬ 
tually said that the problem is because we 
(humans) have changed their true habitat 
the coast, as we humans are changing the 
habitat of many of our wildlife and their 
main source of food. 

But I still say if we are to live in harmony 
with these birds as with any other species 
of wildlife there has to be some form of 
common sense. 


Does Ms Hackman have gulls nesting on 
roof tops around her year after year slowly 
taking over the sound of small song birds 
that are declining as I have seen in the last 
ten years in the town of Axminster! 

I am watching four nesting pairs on roof 
tops from my garden this year each with 
two surviving chicks with adults finding it 
very hard to find food to feed these young. 
That is cruel to me as I watch the chicks 
begging for food that is not forthcoming 
each time. 

Now tell me a sensible cull isn’t the kind¬ 
est thing. 

I finally had a reply from the RSPB. If peo¬ 


ple do not want gulls nesting on their roof 
tops they can remove nests between Au¬ 
gust and March, putting the wire barrier in 
gully’s or any other means to deter nest¬ 
ing. They also said they may be overpop¬ 
ulated in a few areas. 

Remember these birds can live between 
20 and 30 years and like to nest in the 
same place each year. 

And yes, they are protected as I am well 
aware, but when do we say enough is 
enough for their sake as well as ours.

THE week just passed is the time in the 
year when once again the Anglican Gen¬ 
eral Synod has been meeting in York, and 
returns to the major topic of the admission 
of women bishops. 

Final decisions will not be clear before 
we go to press. At the same time many op¬ 
tions are being discussed in an effort to 
offer an acceptable solution to all parties. 
A further vote on the proposal showed that 
the two-thirds majority needed is still not 
forthcoming. The Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury is saying that the proposal will face 
failure unless traditionalists abandon their 
position. 

One suggestion being floated to over¬ 
come the opposition maybe to delay the 
next vote until after the elections for the 
new Synod in 2015 but this still carries no 
guarantee. The above issue is not the only 
one on the Synod agenda, one such found 
the Archbishop of Canterbury warning that 
the Church of England had to face up to a 
revolution such as the approach to homo¬ 
sexuality. The Archbishop insisted that 
over this and other issues the Church had 
to grow up and respond radically and 
imaginatively to a changing world. 

Some good news apart from the General 
Synod decisions, is that approval has been 
given by the Government to handing over 
thousands of secular state schools to the 
Church of England. 

Such a move will be a return to an earlier 
situation and the state schools would join 
the 5,000 plus existing Church of England 
schools. 

Other church news is that although mar¬ 


riage is gaining in popularity, figures show 
that church weddings are in decline, 70 per 
cent of all such are not held in churches. 

One comment is that vows are too reli¬ 
gious. Elsewhere the Church of England is 
not recession proof. Financial information 
for the year 2011 has just been issued and 
shows that for the third year C of E 
parishes operated in deficit, drawing 
£13million out of reserves, with the only 
good news, that this is £7million less than 
2010, but the concern is, where have the 
savings been made? 

Other concerns are that - the right infor¬ 
mation on finance must reach people in the 
pew - who require clear information about 
needs - have confidence that their giving 
will be used effectively - participate in de¬ 
cision-making -with a sense that the 
Church of England has a long term future. 
Congregations with information, show 
concern, and those with concern are usu¬ 
ally generous givers. 

Pride of place in many church calendars 
will be outdoor fetes or similar activities 
in support of worthy causes including the 
fabric of our churches. Besides the finan¬ 
cial spin-off of these events it is a marvel¬ 
lous way of meeting local people and 
getting to know them better. 

First comes the Beer Flower Festival 
from July 13th-15th. Then follows Ax- 
mouth on Sunday, July 21st when cream 
teas will be served at the church from 3pm 
to 5pm in aid of funds. The ancient church 
at Combpyne is a venue for a flower festi¬ 
val from July 26th to 28th from 10am to 
5pm.
